; The Campus Centre fee for the current academic year is $13.50, 
despite a Campus Centre Management request for a $22.00 fee. When this 
figure was proposed by the Campus Centre, the LSA launched a counter- 
proposal suggesting a $12.00 fee. This campaign was backed by a petition 
drive which collected close to a thousand signatures. With the help of. 
Peter Kruyt, LSA representative, a revised budget was drawn up, resulting 
in the $13.50 fee. This budget was then ratified by the Board of Direc- 
tors of the Campus Centre.

After the CUSA "summit" on the weekend of September 16th and 17th 
and the resulting publicity in the campus media, the Co-Presidents feel 
it appropriate to air their opinions at this time. 

"We firmly believe in a centralized CUSA. We intend to see CUSA 
adopt the LSA's structure of tripartite government. Only through the 
safeguards assured by that form of government and by a centralized body 
do we feel that Concordia students can be represented effectively in our 
University. 

We also feel that the split between part-time and full-time students 
is a purely artificial one. All students have the same needs and are 
Similarly affected by various administrative measures. We believe that 
the creation of 'types' of students is basically a way to make them easier 
to deal with by creating artificial frictions between student associations 
which are themselves artificially delineated."

Association. the Theatre Arts Students! Association, the Biology Students’ 
Association, the Economics S.A., the History S.A., the Geology S.A., the 
Learning Co-Op, CIRL Radic, and the Loyola News. Budgets have been 
received from numerous cther associations a:d will be duly considered 
within two weeks 


The job of the Fiiarcisl /20€-President invelyes not only knowledge of 
the budgetine process and. the cistiibuticn of funds, but a certain amount of 
diplomacy. We hava thirty-five nesber departmental and cultural associations, 
all vying for z large chunk of our $16,050 ennual budget. To tell the presi- 
dent of an issociatior that his rlamned trip to Calgary is unacceptable does 
not help in establisncing friendly relations beiween his association and the 
LSA. It is importent that each side recognize the value of the other's posi- 
tion, and that the fiscal iimitacions of the LSA be perceived as being very 
real,

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STUDENT DIRECTORY 


The Student Directory will be published again this year, hopefully within 
the next month or so. Advertisements will be placed in the Loyola News and 
aired on CIRL to inform any students who don't wish to appear in the book to 
notify us, so that we can delete their names from the Directory. 

Following publication, students will be notified through ads that if they 
suspect that someone is using the Directory for solicitation purposes, they 
should inform the LSA. The book is protected from such uses by copyright. 

Two cases were reported last year by students with telephone numbers not 
‘listed in the Montreal directory. In both instances the solicitation was 
stopped; however, refusal by the offender to stop would result in court action. 


PUBLICATIONS DUMPED ON CAMPUS 


In the near future the LSA will be taking steps to insure that unsoli- 
cited publications with advertising revenues as their base for existence 
not be allowed on campus. This applies to material such as "Like It Is", 
distributed to students on campus without obtaining prior permission from 
the students' associations which have control over campus distribution. 

These publications are set up in direct competition with our own publi- 
cations, e.g. the Loyola News, in the battle for the national advertising 
dollar. To allow them to remain on campus would mean higher subsidization of 
the News by the LSA as a result of lower ad revenues. The LSA is one of many 
student associations across the country which are taking action to protect 
their own publications and revenues. 


INTERNAL VICE-PRESIDENT - William Muloin 


The summer of '78 proved to be a very hectic one. The mandate of the 
Internal Vice-President, never clearly defined, was extended this year. 

The first and most visible project undertaken this summer was the oppo- 
sition of the proposed increase in the Campus Centre fee. 

Departmental Council provides Internal's second area of interest. The 
Council is a body composed of the executives of each Departmental Association 
within the LSA. In past years the Council has limited its activities to 
organizing social functions for the members of various associations. The 
scope of the Departmental Council is being extended to include the educational 
needs of students at Loyola. In-cepth studies of course content at the de- 
partmental level, as well as investigative reports cn the Concordia libraries, 
are just two of the areas with which Departmental Council will concern itself 
this year. 


PROGRAMMING DEPARTMENT - Nicki Campbell, Co-Ordinator 


Programming is working on a handbook entitled "Let's Programme!" The 
book is intended for distribution to member associations. The information will 
be compiled with the aid of other Canadian and American institutions which 
have been invited to contribute their ideas on and experiences in programming. 

The Operations Committee has had some difficulties in meeting, but once 
es ia have settled into their new schedules the Committee will resume its 
work. 

The Programming Co-Ordinator has been meeting with representatives from 
‘the Dean of Students' Office and the Campus Centre Programming Office, and 
hopefully all three offices will collaborate on the presentation of events. 

Plans for this year included the recent NORML-Canada workshop on the 
reform of marijuana laws; other scheduled everts are Career Skills workshops, 
an Oktoberfest, the LSA Anniversary Party, and the hiring of a Carnival chair- 


person. 
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
